A barracks area is located in the northeast
section of Smolensk (Figure 1).

The area covers approximately 20 acres
and contains a secured administration building,
17 small barracks, 5 probable quarters, 2stor-
age buildings, and 4 support buildings (Figures

2 and 3).
The area was covered on TALENT photog-

raphy of July 1956 and on 5 KEYHOLE missions
between April 1962 and October 1964. Onebar-
racks and 2 support buildings were added be-
tween July 1956 and April 1962, and the admin-
istration building was extended between April
1962 and June 1964.
